GALLANT VICTORY FOR SPANISH TROOTS, 
* El Comercto’s corrcapondent telegraphing 


—* After s hard walk, General Nunez, 
with his troop composed of 400 men, raach- 
od Alisga ot 2 p.m. and were warmly re- 
osived by the rebels, who wore in posses. 
sion of Cantaca, Mauser and Remington 
riflea, and fired explosivg bullets in sbund- 
anco. In a short time the Spanish euo- 
ceeded in placing two guns and with these 
destroyed some of the trenches. ‘The 
rebela wore well ontrenched, and it - waa 
found impossible to destroy all the en- 
trenchments, From tho furious fire that 
was maintained on the position occupied 
by General Nunez and staff, it was ap- 
parent! that the robels were swaro of his 
presence. The General ond two Captains 
were wounded. iIn consequence of the 


serious nature of his wounds, General 
Nunez appointed Sr. Navarra to the com- 
mand, and ordered him to sustain tho attadk. 
He advised him not to make the soldiers 
aware that he was wounded, and retired 
with the doctor and Sr. Callejon only in 
attendance, ‘ ‘ 

At five o'clock in the afternoon, Cornet 
Monot's column repuled .the -insurgenta, 
The Spanish losses wore 1GRitled, amonget 
whon is Captain Valerian Garcis Redondo 
and 32 wounded, Tho robels’ loss is not 
yet known. The Church, convent and all 
tho principal houses have been burned. 

A correapondent to tho same newapapor, 
writing from Tayabas, says '—‘ At six 
o'clock. on the moming of 3rd inst, 
about 300 robels,:in combination with an- 
other body situated-at the othor sida of the 
river Hira, entered and attacked this town. 
They dividod thomselves into three groups, 
one going in the direction of the Castle of 
Paghilas, taking possession of the telegraph 
station, situated at the gate of the town, 
one went in the direction of the gaol, and 
the third body wont slong the princes al 

‘ing, -Go- 


taining possession of the telegraph station, 
asked for the chief manager, and as he was 
hot. on the premises they destroyed the ap- 
paratus, and the whole line of communica- 
tion, The othor groups wore repulsed by 
the brave Sr. Lorite, who then proceedod 
towards the telegraph station and defeated 
the rebela, Tho firing lasted one’ hour, 
after which time the insurgents left the 
place altogether. The Spanish troops 
sustained no losses, but an old woman and 
achild who were in a house inyaded bi 

tho rebels were killed by the Spania 

musketry. The loss of the rebels is ve 

great. On the first day 73 were buried, 
the second day 64, while sbout 200-are left 
in the plantation ground. Amongst the 
dead was thair leader, named Emetotio, *.

RIFF PIRATIS. 


The Matual steamer Oafa, which ar- 
rived outwards yesterday, and proceeded 
eaetward this morning, wa: the means. of 
rendering very grateful help to the crew of 
the Italian barque Fidtcia, of Gonos, on 
her way out. In the Westorn Moditerra- 
nean the Ovnfe tell in with the unfortunate 
barque, lying helpless. She had been 
boarded by Riff Pirates, gonial cutthroate 
who inhabit the north coast of Africa, be- 
twoon Morocco and Algiom, within a day 
or two of Gibraltar. * 

The pirates had attacked the barque in 
two boats, the first one boarding under the 
pretence of trade. When the attack was 
made, most of the crow slipped down into 
the hold, ond loft tho pirates todo what 
they liked. Everything they considered 
of value was taken off, and, not content 
with this pillage, thoy doliberately smash- 
ed and destroyed all thay could not carry 
away. Tho lampa were shattered and the 
oil thrown overboard ; the running rigging 
was out, and tha sails rendered useless: ; 
all the food.was' taken, and oight of the 
crow wero loft without food or water in the 
helpless veasel. 7 

Worst of all, the Captain and two of the 
crow woro taken off, presumably to bo held 
to ransom, and those on bosrd wera in sad 
plight, when the Oanfa fellin with thom, 
two days later, Capt. Davies gave them 
food and water for cight days, a‘ compass, 
and rondorcd them what aid ho could, tho 
poor wrdtches showing oxtravagant. signa 
of gratitude.
